Striking Results Shown In a Test With 
Gray Perch. 
Even the fishes of the sea have pic­ 
tures on memory’s wall. 
Experiments 
have been made with several fishes 
as to their faculties for remembering, 
but the most striking results have been 
obtained with the gray perch, which 
lives chiefly on small silvery hued 
sardines. 
Some of these were taken 
and colored red and were then put 
Into the tank where the perch was 
with several silver colored sardines. 
Of course the normal sardines were at 
once seized and eaten, but it was not 
until hungry that the perch made a 
tentative meal of one of the red col­ 
ored victims. 
on recognizing the sardine flavor, 
however, he promptly demolished the 
remainder. 
Later tile perch devoured 
the sardines irrespective of color, thus 
showing not only traces of a memory, 
but also the power to differentiate 
color. 
Subsequently sardines colored 
red 
and blue were placed in tile tank to­ 
gether with the silver ones. The same 
scene was repeated, the blue sardines 
not being attacked until the others 
were eaten and hunger compelled in­ 
vestigation of the newcomers. 
After 
♦his introduction tin* perch ate the sar­ 
dines of nil three types without any 
difficulty. 
Some spines «>f the sea nettle were 
then fastened to the blue sardines. 
These were at once avoided by the 
perch, which promptly got out of the 
way of the newcomers. 
This showed 
traces of memory, as the results of 
contact with the sea nettle were shown 
aud recognized.— Chicago Tribune.

Ammonia gas is first com­ 
pressed into a liquid and then liber­ 
ated into a network of tubes surround­ 
ing large sheet Iron boxes filled with 
distilled water. 
The liquid ammonia, 
set free at one end of the pipe system, I 
begins at once to evaporate, and by 
the time it has scampered through the I 
long Iron tubes it has become gas. 
As 
we have learned, to change a liquid to 
a gas requires heat. 
This heat is 
taken from the iron piping, an excel­ 
lent conductor, which in turn robs the 
water of its heat, thus freezing it. 


It Gave Columbus the idea For Hit 
Voyage of Discovery. 
Mediaeval Europe knew but very lit­ 
tle of eastern and northeastern Asia. 
Many of the most learned cosmogra 
phers of the time taught that Asia 
stretched eastward indefinitely, and no 
one imagined that it had an eastern 
coast washed by tile ocean. 
It was se­ 
riously taught that eastern Asia was a 
land of vast swamps, inhabited by 
monster serpents and dragons. 
This 
was the opinion that still prevailed up 
to within 200 years of tile time of Co­ 
lumbus. 
At this time two Venetian merchants 
of the name of Polo went on a vast 
trading expedition to the uttermost 
part3 of Asia. 
They were gone ninny 
years. 
Upon their return the son of 
one of them, a young man named Mar­ 
co Polo, wrote out a full account of 
their travels, described the empire of 
the grand khan (the Chinese emperor) 
and revealed tho fact that Asia was 
bounded on tile cast by a vast ocean. 
Ile described this eastern coast mi­ 
nutely, with nil its vast cities and Its 
wealth of precious stones and spices. 
It was from reading this book that 
the imagination of Columbus was fired, 
and he conceived the bold Idea of 
reaching this eastern coast of Asia by 
sailing tow ard tile west around tile 
earth. 
So when he discovered Cuba lie had 
not a doubt that he had landed upon 
the coast of Asia and that lie looked 
upon the same scenes that Marco Polo 
had gazed upon 200 years before.

HEIGHT OF ELEPHANTS. 


In the Majority of C sr'j It Is Under 
Eight Fc.t. 
The average term of an elephant’s 
life, although there is no precise infor­ 
mation on the point, is seventy or 
eighty years. 
The elephant is not In 
full vigor and strength till thirty-five. 
The most ready way of forming an 
approximate idea of the age is by the 
amount <»f turnover of the upper edge 
of the ear. 
In young animals, some­ 
times ui> to the age of eight or nine 
years, the edge is quite straight. 
It, 
however, then begins to turn over, and 
by the time the animal Is thirty the 
edges lap over to the extent of an Inch, 
and between this age and sixty this 
increases to two inches or slightly 
more. 
Extravagant ideas are held as to 
the height of an elephant. 
Such a 
thing as an elephant measuring ten 
feet at the shoulder does not exist in 
India or Burma. 
Sanderson, an ad­ 
mitted authority on Hie subject, said 
the largest male he ever met with 
measured nine fw t ten inches and the 
tallest female eight feet five inches. 
Tin* majority of elephants, however, 
are below eight feet, and an animal 
rarely reaches nine feet, the female 
being slightly shorter than tile male. 
The carcass of an elephant seven feet 
four inches tall weighed in portions 
gave a total weight of 3,000 pounds, so 
an elephant weighing two tons should 
be common enough. 
The skin was 
about three-fourths of an inch thick.

May IT.—While considerable 
rain ft II in the iron ran ge district and 
in parts n Upper Michigan and Wis­ 
consin. tin precipitation was not suffi* 
cit nt to allay the danger of forest 
fires. 
A severe conflagration was reported 
in the heavily timbered region north 
of Hibbing and timber cruisers say it 
will taki* a drenching rain of two or 
three days’ duration to check it. 
Six townships of valuable pine tini­ 
ly r north of Hibbing are in danger of 
destruction. 
Over 60.00(1,000 feet of 
this pine has already been consumed. 
In some tracts 50 per cent of the tim­ 
ber has been destroyed. 
A slight rain fell in Duluth, 
in Up­ 
per Michigan there were slight rains 
and the smoke on Lake Superior has 
been partially cleared away. 
Rain put a damper on the forest 
fires which 
rage d fiercely south of 
Bemidji and at one time threati tied 
to spread to the brick yard and saw­ 
mills ami do great damage to property. 
The work of the local fire wardens, 
aided by members of the Bemidji tire 
department aud men from the saw­ 
mills, confined the fine to the distance 
of one-half a mile south of the saw­ 
mill yards, at a point where roads in­ 
tersect.
